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Seven-day patient 
care plan for town 


HAVERHILL is set to get a new 
walk-in health centre - the first of 
its kind in Suffolk. 

Health chiefs said this week that the 
centre, to be open from 8am to 8pm 
seven days a week, would provide 
additional GP appointments and walk- 
in health services. 

The Government-funded initiative would be 
in addition to existing health facilities in the 
town. 

The Suffolk Primary Care Trust (PCT) board 
will receive a report at its meeting next 
Wednesday on where to put the new clinic, 
which it says will improve and increase 
patients’ access to health services. 

The Government announced last year that it 
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wants all PCTs to have one new GP-led health 
centre, which it will fund. 

The PCT has drawn up a shortlist of possible 
locations for the centre in its area - Ipswich, 
Bury St Edmunds and Haverhill - and the 
board will be asked to support a recomm¬ 
endation to put the centre in Haverhill, subject 
to people’s views on the plan. 

Haverhill’s beleaguered doctors - who face 
cuts of up to £300,000 in their budget over the 
next five years - were not told of the plan. They 
have backed the move but expressed concern 
about its implications for existing facilities. 

A petition with 10,000 signatures protesting 
at the proposed GP budget cuts was handed 


over to the Prime Minister before Christmas by 
representatives of the Christmas Maltings 
surgery in Haverhill. 

MP Richard Spring, who supported the 
protest, welcomed the new plan for the walk-in 
health centre. 

He said: “This is very good news for Haver¬ 
hill. I think after attending the public meeting 
in Haverhill, (PCT chief executive) Carole 
Taylor-Brown realised the level of public 
feeling in the town. 

“I am very pleased about this and I think 
your newspaper’s very good coverage of the 
issue has helped to bring this about.” 

Dr Andrew Cornish, from the Christmas 
Maltings practice, said it “beggered belief” that 
local doctors had been told nothing of the plan.

Council to close window 
on local cashier service 


PEOPLE will no longer 
be able to pay their Coun¬ 
cil Tax bills in person in 
Haverhill. 

The cashier’s office at the 
local council office is to close at 
the end of the month. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council believes the office in 
Lower Downs Slade is no longer 
needed as changes have been 
made to the way people can pay 
their Council Tax bills, with 
outlets at local shops and post 
offices. 

The increase in the number 
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of places to pay, and increasing 
popularity of direct debit, the 
council says, has lead to the 
decision to close the cashier’s 
office from next Thursday. 

Coun Paul Farmer, cabinet 
member for resources and 
efficiency, said: “Before taking 
the decision to close the 
cashier’s office, we made sure 
that there were plenty of 
alternatives for people living in 
the area. 


“Apart from being able to use 
a card at Payzone outlets in 
local shops and post offices, 
people are also increasingly 
choosing to pay online through 
St Edmundsbury’s website. 

“And the big advantage of 
these options is that they have 
longer opening times than 
council offices so they are 
much more convenient.” 

People wanting to pay for 
other council services - to get 
bulky household items coll¬ 
ected, for example, or to pay a 
parking fine - can still do so at 


the Lower Downs Slade office 
reception. 

More than 65 per cent of 
Council Tax payers now choose 
direct debit to pay their tax bill. 

A spokesman for St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Borough Council 
said one of the part-time staff 
members affected had retired 
and two more had chosen not to 
accept redeployment offers and 
would be made redundant.

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Grandmother cleared 
of teen mum’s assault

A GRANDMOTHER accused of kick¬ 
ing and slapping a teenager was 
cleared of assault by magistrates. 

Joan Smith, who suffers from arthritis, 
thanked Bury St Edmunds magistrates who 
found her not guilty 

Her solicitor, Paul Cammiss, told magistrates 
the accusation that she assaulted a 17-year-old 
girl, who cannot be named for legal reasons, 
was a case of mistaken identity 

Jim Spencer, chairman of the bench, told 
her: “There is clear evidence that an assault 
did take place, but we are uncertain as to which 
of the two women committed that assault.” 

The Haverhill teenager gave evidence to say 
she had intervened in a dispute between two 
women outside the Co-op store in the town in 
December 2006 and one of those women was 
Joan Smith. 

At a later date near the bus stop close to 
Sainsbury’s she said the same woman had 
attacked her and tried to push her seven-month 
old son down some steps in his pushchair. 

The teenager said: “I saw the woman coming 
towards me, she called out ‘You are the girl 
from last week’. She laid into me, grabbed one 
of my arms and started swinging me round. I 
fell to the ground and she kicked me in the 
stomach. 

Smith, of Broadcroft Crescent, Haverhill, 
declined to give evidence. Mr Cammiss said 
while his client admitted being involved in the 
earlier incident outside the Co-op, she had not 
been the person at Sainsbury’s. 

The teenager had said she was “seven out of 
10” sure that the person who attacked her was 
Joan Smith, but Mr Cammiss said magistrates 
could not be certain this was the case.

He said: “We have been telling them for 
months about the lack of other services 
in the town and they have been telling us 
there is no more money. Now suddenly 
they are suggesting this. 

“Anything that brings more medical 
services to Haverhill is fantastic, but it 
beggars belief that we have not been 
informed of it. Do they really need a new 
building when the existing facilities 
could be expanded?” 

Ms Taylor-Brown said: “The new 
health centres will open seven days a 
week from 8am to 8pm, with links to 
community services, including social 
care, diagnostic and pharmacy services. 

“There will be walk-in services as well 
as the chance to book appointments to 
see a GP. It is all aimed at improving 
access making it far more convenient for 
the patients it will serve. These services 
will be in addition to existing GP 
services. 

“We have carried out a preliminary 
needs assessment looking at the needs of 
the local communities and their access to 
existing NHS services, especially GP 
services and supporting community/- 
acute facilities. It will be for the board to 
decide the way forward and we will be 
listening to the views of local people, but 
the preliminary findings identify Hav¬ 
erhill as the preferred location.” 

Reasons outlined in the report for 
favouring Haverhill are that patients visit 
GPs more often than the national average 
and there is a lack of locally-based 
community health services. 

The PCT is planning a six-week public 
consultation period during February and 
March.

THE organising dynamo 
behind a major local steam 
rally for almost three decades 
has died - but others have 
vowed that the show will go 
on in his memory 

Don Loveday, 77, died on 
Friday, January 18, after a 
brave battle against bowel 
cancer which was diagnosed 
in late 2006. He continued to 
help organise the annual 
Thurlow Steam Rally and 
Country Show despite his 
illness. 

Mr Loveday was one of the 
founders of the steam rally 
when it started around 27 
years ago and helped build it 
up to an event which attracts 
thousands of visitors each 
year to see giant steam and 
traction engines. It also raises 
thousands of pounds for 
village organisations in 
Thurlow as well as many 
charities, including the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance. 

Mr Loveday had been 
married to wife Beattie since 
1952 and they had two sons, 
Patrick and Allan, and grand¬ 
sons Christopher and Mark. 

While born in Great Wratt- 
ing, Mr Loveday lived his 
married life in Thurlow, 
spending 40 years as a farm 
worker on Edmund Vestey’s 
estate, then three years at the 
Haverhill council depot, 
before taking early retire¬ 
ment. 


The original steam rally - 
which has never actually 
been held in Thurlow - has 
moved around various 
venues, and for the past two 
years has been held at the 
Horseheath Point-to-Point 
course. 

Ann Loveday his daughter- 
in-law, said: “He was always 
involved, even when he was 
ill last year, he still went up in 
the commentary box and did 
all the paperwork. It takes a 
lot of organising and he 
would be up there at the 
crack of dawn and stay until 
late at night. 

“He would carry on org¬ 
anising straight away from 
one year to the next. He spent 
hours doing it, but he loved it, 
it was his great hobby” 

Michael Pumfrey, a mem¬ 


ber of the show committee 
along with his father Robert, 
said it had been unanimously 
agreed that the show would 
go ahead on August 2 and 3 in 
Don’s memory 
He paid tribute to his 
dedication, and said: “The 
East Anglian Traction Eng¬ 
ine Society used to put on the 
show, but when it rained 
every year they pulled out. 

“Don did not want it to stop 
so he carried on running it as 
an independent rally If it had 
not been for him it would not 
be going today 
“He had the drive, enth¬ 
usiasm and dedication to 
make it happen. There was 
no delegation, he made all the 
calls and did everything. 

“He is a hard act to follow, 
but we are going to do our 


best to carry on in his 
memory” 

His funeral will be held at 
Bury St Edmunds Cremat¬ 
orium on Friday February 1, 
at 11.15am. Family flowers 
only are requested but don¬ 
ations are invited for the St 
Nicholas Hospice. 

Ian Norris, fundraiser at 
the hospice, said: “He was a 
kind and very generous supp¬ 
orter of the hospice and we 
are sorry to see his passing.”

Alison Horsley, fundraiser 
for the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance, said the group 
owed a huge debt to Don. 

She said: “We held a stall 
there for the past two years 
and he was such a fantastic 
guy we are very, very sorry to 
lose him. 

“Without Don’s support the 
air ambulance would not 
have been able to go on and 
expand its services into 
Bedfordshire as it has. 

“He will be very sorely 
missed for the huge amount 
of money he helped raise and 
the enjoyment the rally gave 
to thousands of people who 
travelled from all over. He will 
be very hard for the area to 
replace, he was such a 
stalwart.”

Cuts could close 
village surgeries 


TWO village surgeries 
could close in April as 
budget cuts to doctors’ 
practices in Haverhill 
begin to bite. 

Ann Sisson, manager at one 
of the two practices at Christ¬ 
mas Mattings, said the closures 
of surgeries in Kedington and 
Great Thurlow “flew in the 
face” of claims by Suffolk 
Primary Care Trust (PCT) that 
patients would not suffer as a 
result of cuts totalling almost 
£300,000 over the next five 
years. 

She said: “The PCT has said 
time and time again that pat¬ 
ients will not suffer, but a lot of 
people at Kedington and Thur¬ 
low will suffer, especially 
elderly patients who pick up 
prescriptions. 

“Our patients are already 
suffering and where will it 
end? People will have to travel 
into Haverhill and we are 
already having to cut nursing 
staff because we just have not 
got the money. 

“There is no more negot¬ 
iation with the PCT, they are 
just not listening to us. I am 
sure the practice does not want 
to cut these surgeries, but feels 
it has no choice.”

Marion McLaine, practice 
manager for Dr Cornish and 
partners at Christmas Malt- 
ings, who run the village surg¬ 
eries, said they had been “rel¬ 
uctantly” forced to propose the 
closures because of budget 
cuts. 

She said: “It was a very diffi¬ 
cult decision for the partners 
to take, but we have had to 
review all our services in the 
light of budget cuts. 

“On four days a week we 
have a doctor at the Kedington 
surgery and we need that doc¬ 
tor back at the main surgery. 
We want to retain the service 
where people can collect 
medication once a week and we 
are looking at a replacement 
for that.” 

Julian Herbert, deputy chief 
executive of Suffolk PCT, said: 
“The practice which runs the 
branch surgeries at Kedington 
and Thurlow has told us that it 
wishes to review how it pro¬ 
vides services to patients in 
these areas. 

“We advised the practice to 
inform Haverhill Town Coun¬ 
cil and patients of its plans. 
The PCT will ask patients what 


their views are of this pro¬ 
posed change and ultimately 
the decision will be based on 
this consultation. 

“We would encourage the 
surgeries to look at what eff¬ 
iciencies could be achieved by 
merging administrative and 
non-patient care functions, for 
example receptions, rather 
than re-organise their GPs or 
nursing staff. 

“It is our job to make sure 
that GP practices provide a 
high-quality service to all their 
patients and the practice will 
need to demonstrate how it 
plans to do this before any 
decision is made.” 

The Kedington surgery cur¬ 
rently opens from 1.30pm- 
2.30pm each day and the Thur¬ 
low surgery opens for 30 min¬ 
utes every Tuesday at lunch¬ 
time.

Concerns linger over 
safety at play centre 


Sir, As the parents of Tai Rose, 
who sustained an injury at 
Boomerangs in October, we 
would like to comment on the 
recent report about 
Boomerangs in your 
newspaper (New centre is 
safe, says council report - 
Weekly News, January 3) 
Although we are pleased that 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council has concluded that 
Boomerangs equipment is 
safe - as we do not want 
another child to be subject to 
an injury of any kind - we can 
only say that we feel a little 
frustrated as to the outcome. 

It is not clear as to how our 
son incurred his injury, but we 
do know that it happened 
while he was playing within the 
soft play area at Boomerangs. 
The report we have received 
back from the district 
environmental health officer at 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council states that although 
an officer has visited the 
premises since Tai’s injury, 
they can only confirm that an 
inspection was carried out 
prior to it happening on 
October 10, 2007, where they 
found the equipment to be 
“generally satisfactory”. 

Tai’s injury happened on 
October 26, and we cannot 
understand how they can be 
satisfied that the soft play 
equipment is safe since Tai’s 
injury. 

They stated within the letter 
we received that they are 


“satisfied Boomerangs have 
taken all reasonable steps to 
prevent such an occurrence”, 
however an incident did 
happen after and no 
inspection has taken place 
since, to our knowledge, as 
confirmed by the district 
environmental health officer. 

We have also requested a 
report back from the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents, but have still not 
had any response. As 
concerned parents, it is 
extremely frustrating as we do 
not want this happening to 
another child and it is 
extremely difficult when we 
feel as though certain steps 
have not been put into action. 
How can they be sure that the 
equipment is safe 16 days 
after an inspection when an 
injury has occurred? 

We can only hope that another 
child will not be subject to any 
kind of injury at Boomerangs 
in the future.

A BANKRUPT father of 
four who took the law 
into his own hands after 
being sold a stolen 
mobile phone has esc¬ 
aped a jail sentence. 

Mark Carr, 31, decided on 
direct action after the man 
who sold the phone refused to 
give him a refund, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard. 

Carr, from Trefoil Court, 
Haverhill, appeared last week 
for sentencing after having 
pleaded guilty to affray. He 
was made the subject of a 12- 
month order placing him 
under the supervision of the 
Probation Service and order¬ 
ed to take part in a Think 
First programme, designed to 
reduce the risk of offending. 

Judge John Devaux warned 
him that breaching either 
order risked a jail sentence. 

The court heard that Carr 
arranged to meet Ricky 
Morris, the man who sold 
him the phone, in Haverhill 
town centre in April last year, 
then chased him into a cul-de- 
sac and confronted him in 
front of a family with young 
children. 

Prosecutor Peter Gair said 
the chase continued in and 
out of a property in the close 
before a neighbour stepped in 
and separated the men. 

It was then that Carr told 
Mr Morris that if he could 
not have the £30 he had paid 
for the phone he would have a 
gold chain that Mr Morris 


was wearing. Carr ripped it 
from his neck before running 
from the scene down a nearby 
alleyway 

Mr Gair said the chain, 
which had since been handed 
over to police by Carr, was 
valued at £350. 

Carr told police that the 
mobile phone, which had 
been for his partner to use, 
stopped working just a few 
days after he purchased it 
from Mr Morris. It later 
emerged that it had been 
remotely switched off having 
been reported as stolen. 

Mr Gair said that Mr 
Morris subsequently pleaded 
guilty in the magistrates 
court to the theft of a mobile 
phone. 

In mitigation, Priyadar- 
shani Khanna said Carr was 
“not a man reluctant to face 
his own wrong-doing” and 
had pleaded guilty at an early 
stage and shown genuine 
remorse, 

She said a custodial 
sentence, while punishing 
Carr, would also have a 
serious impact on his partner 
for whom he was principal 
carer and their four children 
aged four to 11. 

Miss Khanna added that 
because Carr had been 
declared bankrupt he also 
had no assets from which he 
could pay a financial penalty 

Sentencing Carr, Judge 
Devaux said: “What you did 
was to take your own illegal 
measures to collect a debt.” 
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Legal win 
in Council 
Tax war 


TWO RESIDENTS in 
the Haverhill area will 
not be able to avoid 
paying their overdue 
Council Tax following 
successful legal moves. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council was successful in 
gaining “charging orders” at 
Bury St Edmunds County 
Court, which means that 
when the debtors sell their 
property, or try to re¬ 
mortgage or raise loans 
secured on it, the amount 
owed to the council will be 
paid before any money goes 
to the owners. 

Following the court order a 
charge is entered with the 
Land Registry, which holds 
details of all such charges. It 
is the first time St Ed¬ 
mundsbury has tackled long¬ 
standing debtors in this way 

Coun Paul Farmer, cabinet 
member for resources and 
efficiency, said: “We have 
always chased debtors 
vigorously, giving them every 
opportunity to pay what they 
owe. But there are always a

few - luckily a very few - 
who refuse to pay, and their 
selfish inaction means every 
other Council Tax payer has 
to pick up their bill. These 
charging orders are one 
more weapon in our arsenal, 
and a powerful one, but it is 
one we will only use as a last 
resort. This is a message to 
all those who think they can 
get away with tax dodging - 
we will keep chasing you.” 

People have many opport¬ 
unities to pay their Council 
Tax debts before the borough 
council opts for recovery 
methods such as charging 
orders, or an attachment of 
earnings or benefit (where 
instalments are taken direct¬ 
ly from pay packets or bene¬ 
fits payments before they go 
to the debtor). These recov¬ 
ery options include a remin¬ 
der, court summons, and 
visits by bailiffs. The council

He fell off his bike after cycl¬ 
ing to Yorkshire last year, 
breaking his arm, and was off 
work for three months. He also 
injured his knee, which meant 
he had to cut down on his 
cycling. 


John said: “One minute I was 
completely fit and the next I 
could not pull up my trousers. I 
don’t cycle as much as I did, but 
I still walk to Sainsbury’s and 
back twice a day on patrol, 
which is about six miles. 

“My wife has warned all her 
friends not to park on yellow 
lines in Sudbury. People in 
Haverhill have been fantastic to 
me in the two years that I have 
been a PCSO. The public percep¬ 
tion of PCSOs is completely dif¬ 
ferent to a traffic warden - they 
like to see the uniform.”

FIRST-TIME buyers in the 
region need large incomes 
of anything from £40,000 to 
as high as £78,000 to get a 
foot on the housing ladder, 
according to a new report. 

The shocking figure was reveal¬ 
ed by the National Housing Feder¬ 
ation and experts say first-time 
buyers “face a life on hold” as a 
result of the astronomical 
incomes needed to buy their first 
home. 

Average house prices in the 
region are 10 times the average 
salary and thousands of people 
are currently on the waiting list 
for council housing. 

In the Newmarket area people 
wanting to buy a house would 
need to be earning a whopping 
£47,375 a year. But estate agents 
think potential first-time buyers 
across the region should not 
panic. 

Mike Stubbins, consultant at 
Pocock and Shaw in Ely, said: 
“People are still buying, but they 
are more cautious. 

“It’s certainly a stretch for first¬ 
time buyers, but then that’s 


always been the case. There are 
still many new build homes which 
are well within the reach of most 
first-time buyers. You can buy a 
nice two-bedroom home with a 
garage in Sutton for £149,000 to 
£160,000. 


“Properties in the centre of Ely 
are quite high and we don’t see too 
many first-time buyers there. 

“But demand is still strong for 
houses, particularly with commut¬ 
ers as rail access to London and 
Cambridge is very good. House 


prices are much lower in the Ely 
area so it’s a very popular place to 
buy” 

In the past 10 years prices have 
trebled and even at the cheap end 
of the market homes cost seven- 
times median regional incomes. 


Banks and mortgage companies 
generally lend no more than five 
times salary. 

Socially rented homes are also 
becoming harder to find. For 
every two “social” homes for rent 
built in the region last year, one 
existing home was lost when 
tenants exercised their “right to 
buy” 

Gina King, the National Hous¬ 
ing Federation’s head of region, 
said: “With house prices in the 
region set to rise faster than any¬ 
where else in the country over the 
next five years, we face an un¬ 
happy prospect of longer waiting 
lists, more overcrowding and 
more adult children unable to 
move away from the parental 
home. 

“Figures tell us that high 
demand from a fast growing 
population, and a continued 
under-provision of new housing 
supply will maintain pressure on 
an already over inflated housing 
market, and this will mean that 
house prices will inevitably keep 
on rising.” 

She said overall housing supply 
was 25 per cent below require¬ 
ments, and social housing provis¬ 
ion was only half what is needed.

•1 Record 376 children 
mugged in the street 



■ ABSOLUTELY HORRENDOUS . . . children may find it hard to recover 
from the experience of being mugged. 


THE number of child¬ 
ren being mugged for 
their valuables has 
soared - with some as 
young as six falling 
prey to robbers. 

Street robberies on young¬ 
sters have tripled in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire in three years. 

In that time police have 
recorded 376 muggings on 
under-17s, according to 
figures obtained using the 
Freedom of Information 
Act. 

During 2004-05, there were 
67 street robberies on young 
people which included a six 
year old, two seven year olds 
and seven under-lOs. 

And from 2005-06, the 
number of young victims 
leaped to 123 with another 
six year old being mugged. 

But in 2006-07, the num¬ 
bers shot up to 186 - and 24 of 
the victims were under 12. 

One teen had a gun held to 
his head, another was 
threatened with a kitchen 
knife. 

Jim Paice, Conservative 
MP for South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, was horrified.

He said: “The fact two six 
year olds have been mugged 
in the street as well as all the 
other youngsters is absol¬ 
utely horrendous. 

“The Government is doing 
nothing to tackle the funda¬ 
mental problems in society - 
or as David Cameron said, 
‘our broken society’. 

“You can hand out all the 
anti-social behaviour orders 
you like, but the fact is some 
parents are just not caring 
for their kids. We have 
broken homes, no discipline 
from parents or respect for 
other people’s property 
instilled into youngsters. 

“To say that children 
carry around more val¬ 
uables like mobile phones 
shouldn’t be an excuse. You 
can lock them up in prison 
but it won’t stop them. I 
think these people who mug 
a six-year-old should be shot. 
It’s horrendous. These child¬ 
ren might never get over it.” 

Carrie Herbert, director of 


the Cambridge-based learn¬ 
ing centre for bullying vic¬ 
tims, Red Balloon, is used to 
helping children overcome 
horrific bullying. 

But she said: “I am absol¬ 
utely shocked that children 
as young as six are being 
mugged. I’m also horrified 
the number of muggings on 
young people has tripled. We 
really need to do something 
about this shocking rise.” 

She had advice for parents 
whose child had been 
mugged: “If the child is 
taking it very hard they may 
need therapy or counselling. 
Parents have to take what 
the child says seriously and 
don’t tell them off for it. 
They need support. Ask 
your GP or the police for 
help.” 

Guns and knives have 
even been used by muggers 
against teens. One 16 year 
old was dragged off High 
Street, in March, at 9.30pm 
on November 13, 2006, before 
being joined by two others, 
who took his wallet and a 
necklace. 

In another mugging, a 
robber out of jail on licence 


threatened a 17-year-old with 
a six-inch kitchen knife and 
stole his wallet. 

He was walking home 
along Gilbert Road in Cam¬ 
bridge when Douglas Craw¬ 
ford - free after a three-year 
stint in a young offender 
institution for mugging 
youngsters on the city’s 
streets-pounced. 

Crawford, 19, held the 
knife against the teen’s chest 
as he demanded his wallet 
and mobile phone. 

Jailed in 2003 for five 
street robberies, drug addict 
Crawford pleaded guilty to 
theft and common assault 
and was sentenced to 21 
months in custody in March 
2006. 

The number of young 
muggers. Police charged or 
cautioned 168 under-17s for 
the crime from 2004-07. In 

2004- 05, 36 young muggers 
were caught including five 
11 year olds and three aged 
12. That figure doubled in 

2005- 06 when 79 young 
muggers were caught, but in 

2006- 7 the number dropped 
to 53.

TENANTS who pay up on time 
have helped West Suffolk 
landlord Havebury Housing 
Partnership to be ranked among 
the UK’s top 10 housing assoc¬ 
iations for rent payment by its 
residents. 

Out of 98 housing associations who 
submitted their data, Havebury was rated 
seventh nationally and fourth in the East 
Anglian region, with current rent 
arrears levels at 1.99 per cent.

Police warning on 
bogus house callers 


RESIDENTS of Haverhill and the 
surrounding areas have been 
warned to be on their guard against 
bogus callers after a spate offences 
across the border in North Essex.

Car makers want greener year 


MOST car 

manufacturer’ sales 
charts moved in an 
upward direction in 
2007, but the signs 
are now clear that 
their greener 
approach to 

motoring is paying 
off. 

The Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and 
Traders’ (SMMT) newly- 
released sales data shows 
that the UK’s 2007 market 
total was up by 2.5 per 
cent - that’s 2,404,007 units 
- but the average new car 


carbon dioxide (C02) 
figure dropped again, 
down 1.4 per cent year on 
year to 164.9g/km, a total 
fall of 13.1 per cent since 
1997. 

And the SMMT points 
out that each vehicle made 
in Britain requires half 
the energy to produce 
than it did just five years 
ago, saving an estimated 
700,000 tonnes of C02 a 
year. 

Interesting revelations 
from the overall 2007 sales 
output includes the fact 
that fuel-efficient diesel 
models have taken a 
record share, 40.2 per cent 
- 967,436 units - 
and that 
supermini, and 
small family, 
cars also 
posted upward 
growth. 

The top 
seller of 
premium 
motors in 
Britain last 
year was BMW, 
which achieved 
record total 


BMW and Mini sales of 
169,236 vehicles, a 
whopping increase of 10 
per cent over 2006. 

The BMW brand 
accounted for 121,575 of 
those sales, up five per 
cent on 2006, and it was 
also the German firm’s 
seventh successive year 
for record sales. 

Mini achieved 47,661 
registrations, its best 
annual performance since 
the vehicle’s UK launch in 
July 2001, representing a 
25 per cent increase over 
2006. 

When it came to C02 
output, 2007 saw 87 per 
cent of BMWs sold in the 
UK fall below the 225g/km 
figure, and 14 per cent 
below 140g/km. 

The firm says these 
emissions figures will 
further improve in 2008 
with 95 per cent of BMW 
UK’s sales volume set to 
be less than 225g/km, and 
more than 40 per cent of 
those outputting less than 
140g/km. 

Spanish marque Seat 
now has its sights set on a 


record 2008, after notching 
up another impressive 
year of solid sales growth. 

The firm’s rapidly- 
expanding selection of 
sporty, high-value models 
is clearly connecting with 
UK buyers seeking the 
firm’s mix of style, safety, 
and lively Latin spirit. 

Seat saw a significant 
5.9 per cent sales increase 
over the last 12 months, a 
performance which has 
also seen its market share 
rise to 1.45 per cent. 

The firm’s biggest seller 
last year, and for the first 
time overtaking the Ibiza, 
was the Leon five-door 
family hatch, with 13,488 
new registrations. 

Even so, the Ibiza three 
and five-door superminis 
found 13,085 homes, and 
the practical Altea 
attracted 3,667 buyers. 

Peter Wyhinny, director 
of Seat UK, trumpets: “We 
are, very clearly, a brand 
which is continuing on 
the up. Total sales last 
year were only just shy of 
our all-time UK record.” 

Globally, the Peugeot 


Citroen sold 3,428,000 
vehicles, up 1.8 per cent on 
its 2006 figure, while in the 
UK the group’s car and 
light commercial vehicle 
registrations, bolstered by 
the popular new Citroen 
C4 Picasso people carrier, 
rose by 1.8 per cent to 
286,000. This saw its 
market share hold firm at 
10.4 per cent in 2007. 

The final word on both 
manufacturers’ sales 
success, and environ¬ 
mental awareness, goes to 
Sue Robinson, director of 
the Retail Motor Industry 
Federation’s National 
Franchised Dealers 
Association. 

She believes that the 
uncertain economic 
situation and increasing 
environmental awareness 
will inform car-buying 
choices throughout the 
coming year: “Smaller 
family cars and 
superminis will be high 
on the agenda, as families 
look for vehicles which 
are more economical to 
run and are more positive 
for the environment.”

SINCE the start of “Zoom- 
Zoom” in 2002 it’s been 
boom-boom time for 
Mazda, which has finally 
acquired some sort of 
consistency after years of 
random successes, writes 
Mike Scialom. 

The Japanese firm has always 
set out to build cars with a good 
chance of staying competitive for 
a very few years. Think the MX-5, 
still the world’s most successful 
convertible, with the rotary- 
engined RX-8 bidding for glory on 
the inside track. But overall 
Mazda had been an 
underperformer. 

However, after declaring its 
core motivation - “dynamic and 
forward-thinking design coupled 
with sporty performance and a 
fun driving feel” - six years ago, 
the Japanese firm has acquired a 
lot of momentum. Expectations 
for the Mazda6 - launched, 
somewhat bizarrely, on Boxing 
Day - are particularly high 
because the Mazda6 was the first 
new-generation model to get the 
Zoom-Zoom treatment. So - has it 
worked? 

Well just looking at the new 
incarnation you’ll notice subtle

has 6 appeal 


vibration and the use of sound¬ 
absorbing materials has done the 
vehicle huge favours. The 
Mazda6 is lithe and eager in all 
standard road conditions, with 
involving steering and good 
feedback from the accelerator. 
The six-speed gearbox suits in- 
town driving as well as longer- 
haul runs. I liked it as a drive 
although I can imagine circum¬ 
stances where I might want to 
have a close look at the 2.5-litre 
petrol or diesel options (like 
pulling a caravan). 

Rear legroom is good. The 
Mazda6 is marginally larger than 
its predecessor, which is in line 
with industry standards. But its 
weight-saving and frugal fuel 
credentials ensure that it will be 
a successful choice (very 
probably mostly the diesel) in the 
user-chooser stakes. Unlike a lot 
of other options in this sector, 
the Mazda6 will also attract 
attention from private buyers. 

BASICALLY... 

The Mazda6 is no longer a 
worthy car riding just below the 
other contenders in the sector - 
it’s a contender for the top slot 
itself. 

It’s a win-win situation for the 
Zoom-Zoom practitioner!

but definite improvements on the 
outgoing model - a sportier front 
bumper, bigger air intake, cuter 
fog lamps, alloys are standard, 
the rear is more smoother and 
more sophisticated. The car’s 
been wind-tunnel tested until its 
aerodynamics are best-in-class. 

The interior is full of tactile 
materials, albeit in various 
shades of black, charcol and grey. 
The instrument binnacles are 
nicely recessed and, like the 
audio and climate controls, look 
neat and purposeful.

The Fringe is latest road terror

AS the celebrity trend for 
long, eye-skimming fringes 
rages on, Britain’s female 
motorists are putting 
themselves and their 
passengers at risk. 

Almost 190,000 admit that 
they have had an accident, 
“near-miss” or made a 
sudden manoeuvre as a 
result of hair imparing vision 
while driving. 

The research, conducted by 
female-friendly car insurer 
Sheilas’ Wheels, reveals that a 
massive 67 per cent of 
women currently have a 
hairstyle that can fall in their 
eyes while driving. However, 
despite this risk, only a fifth of 
women (21 per cent) always 
secure their hair off their face 
before getting behind the 
wheel. Indeed, more than nine 
million female motorists say 
they never secure their hair 
before driving. 


The most common reasons 
cited by women for not 
securing hair back in the car 
include not believing it 
necessary (33 per cent); not 
remembering to bring a hair 
tie (eight per cent) and not 
wanting to ruin an existing 
hairstyle (eight per cent). 

Considering more than half 
of women (53 per cent) 
prioritise style over 
practicality when it comes to 
hairstyles, and more than 
nine and a half million female 
drivers admit to giving no 
thought to how their 
peripheral vision might be 
affected when sitting in the 
hairdresser’s chair, this is an 
issue that women need to 
take more seriously. 

As well as obstructing 
female motorists’ sight, the 
latest trends are also 
distracting women’s attention 
in the car - 57 per cent of 


women admit taking their 
hands off the wheel to sort 
out their hair, temporarily 
losing control of the car. 

Women in Northern Ireland 
are the most trend-conscious, 
with 80 per cent admitting to 
changing their hair to follow 
their latest style icon. In 
contrast, female motorists in 
the north-east are the least 
fashion-following, with more 
than half (55 per cent) saying 
that celebrity trends never 
influence their style. Female 
motorists in the south west are 
the safest drivers - 53 per cent 
of drivers in this region rate 
their hair style as “totally 
practical”. 

Martyn Maxey, hairdresser 
to the stars, commented: “For 
some celebrities, a change of 
hairstyle is headline news. 
Take Kate Moss and The 
Fringe for example - in recent 
weeks we’ve been inundated 


with requests for the long 
fringe and despite it falling 
over the eyes, it’s now a 
fashion statement.” 

Martyn Maxey’s top tips for 
safe driving and gorgeous 
hair: 

■ It is easy to keep a simple 
headband or Alice band in 
your car at all times 


■ For the extremely style¬ 
conscious there are a variety 
of hair slides that are 
fashionable at the moment, 
from classic tortoiseshell to 
diamante ‘bling’ 

■ For the ultimate in glamour, 
a pair of Chanel sunglasses on 
top of your head will push all 
stray hair away from the face

Tumbridge declares the 
Corsa is cheap to buy and 
run, and easy to own. 
“Models were much 
improved from 2000, and 
because there are huge 
numbers around, prices can 
be temptingly low,” he adds. 


Most economical variant 
is the 1.7Dti, with an overall 
60.1mpg, and best used buy 
is the 1.2 16-valve five-door 
Elegance. 

UsedCarExpert.corn’s 
website lists 25 pre-buy 
checks, and guide price for a 
1998 1.2 Elegance, a 75,000- 
mile example, should be 
about £1,800. 

■ Volkswagen Golf (1992-1998) - 

Golfs are easy to drive, safe 
and sensible, dull, but 
reassuringly solid, asserts 
Matt Tumbridge. “There’re 
lots around now, and prices 
are getting lower, with 
running costs reasonable - 
and it is classier than an 
Astra,” says Tumbridge. 

Most economical model is 
the 1.9Tdi, returning 
56.8mpg, and best used buy 
is the 1.8 90bhp GL. 

UsedCarExpert.corn’s 
check list names 23 possible 
faults, and it prices a 1998 1.8 
GL that stands at just under

“Great to drive and look at,

Prepare your car for 


RESEARCH carried out by 
spark plug company, NGK 
shows that 40 per cent of 
cars on UK roads are more 
than nine years old, a trend 
that’s likely to continue. 

It’s also a fact that bodywork 
survives better than it used to, 
often disguising problems under 
the bonnet. Regular servicing will 
not only give better performance, 
but an efficient engine means 
lower fuel consumption and 
greater reliability 

Simple checks on a regular 
basis go a long way to preventing 
many breakdowns. Easy to say; 
harder to do. A specific pre-winter 
service check should ensure that 
vehicles are ready to face difficult 
conditions. Basic checkpoints 
should include: 


Tyres 

Tyres should always be checked 
as worn treads are illegal and 
potentially lethal. Tyre pressure 
should also be regularly 
monitored and it’s important to 
have an appropriate all-weather 
tyre fitted. 

Battery 

Battery failure is one of the 
most common causes of a 
breakdown. Sluggish starting is 
a sure sign that your car battery 
is getting old but check the 
starter motor before you go and 
buy a new one.

water/cleaner should be topped 
up before journies.

Wipers 

Windscreen wiper blades should 
be replaced after a year’s use, so 
check them out for wear and 
tear. 

Exhausts 

Exhausts work hard all year, so 
they’re worth checking at any 
time of year. A check up could 
also save your car failing its MoT. 
Exhausts are most likely to split 
at the silencer or back box, but 
give little warning of a pending 
failure. 

Cam Belt 

A broken belt could wreck the 
engine, causing £1000s worth of 



damage, while the cost of fitting 
a new belt is relatively low. There 
are no warning signs that the 
belt is about to break. 


Shock Absorbers 

One thing you probably can’t 
check yourself are the shock 
absorbers but the danger of 
driving a car with worn “shocks” 
is considerable. 

Basic Precautions 

Before setting off on a winter 
journey, check the weather and, 
if in doubt, stay at home. If you 
do set off, take time to run 
through the basic checks 
outlined above and keep a few 
essentials in the car such as a 
mobile phone, ice scraper, 
blanket and warm clothing.
